The imbroplio which centers around Superintendent 


Clifton has been extremely unfortunate for every interest 
concerned. 
It has involved the School Board in an un- 


happv muddle, it has reached the stage of a public- scan- 
dal and the schools themselves constitute the worst suf- 
ferer. 
We believe had wiser counsel prevailed among 


the Board members themselves more than a year ago the 
existing state of affairs could have been largely avoided. 


The result of the Board's failure at that time has 


b«ee to inject the whole unfortunate mess into a rough 
and tumble fight over membership on the Board. And : 
the issue that has been put up to the candidates by the 
public is. not what are your qualifications to preside over 
the destinies of our schools and children, but how do you; 
stand on Clifton? 
Are you for him or against him? It 


U fortunate that all the candidates have at least average 
ability and that our future school affairs will probably 
not suffer, regardless of the result of the election. But 
this is merely a happy circumstance, a piece of sheer 
good luck. The fact remains that the public is regarding 
the candidates, not from the viewpoint of fitness for the 
duties Involved, but whether they are pro- or anti-CMton. 


School fights are at best disagreeable affairs. \\ hen 


they take on the characteristics of the present one they 
.™ hgund to leave an unpleasant municipal taste lor a 
long-time to come. It is for this reason that all ngnt. 
thinking people sincerely hope that the present lesson 
will not eoon be lost, either upon our people as a whole or 
upon future Boards of Education. 


Think It Over 


F 


OR every privilege we have there is a corresponding 


responsibility. If we shirk the latter we are apt to 


abuse the former to the point of losing it, or at least mak- 
ing it \vorthless. 
This is especially applicable to the privilege of vot- 


ing. There is an ominously growing tendency in this 
country to stay away from the ballot box. In the great 
general election of 1920 with its multiplicity of candi-' 
dates and issues, only half the American electorate voiced, 
itself at the polls. In the cities in Ohio requiring regis- 
tration less than twenty-five percent of Ohio voters have 
been interested enough in their local and state problems 
this fall to take this slight preliminary step toward cast- 
ing a ballot. 
Ours, indeed, has become a government of minori- 
ties. And while several causes may contribute to this un- 
fortunate situation, we believe tr.e chief one is that as a 
people we are too lazy to acquire sufficient information 
about the issues to be decided at any given election to 
warrant us in walking to the voting booth.. 


Yet here is a clear cut responsibility attaching to 


the franchise. 
We would move the very heavens if it 


were proposed to take from us the right to vote, yet we 
are too indifferent to exercise it. 
Citizenship under a 


government, such as the fathers tried to establish in 
America involves many responsibilities. 
Some of them 


may be irksome, but if our institutions are to be maintain- 
ed it mlk-t "r-e by an intelligent expression of the popular 
•will. Intelligent expressions are not obtained by waiting 
until the eleventh hour ar.d then rushing frantically into 
your neighbor's house and asking- him to explain a dozen 
important issues Ir. f h e minute:-.

SOME FACTS AND FIGURES OF INTEREST TO THE HOME OWNER AND TAX PAYER. 


TO THE VOTERS OF COSHOCTON: 


The "Commitee" m charge of Mayor Tish's campaign for re-election drops

October 29, we quote the following: 


"WHEN THE WAGE EARNERS TOOK THE S T E E R I N G 


W H E E L THEY FOUND THE CITY ALREADY FINANCIALLY 
RUINED." 


This is a serious charge and is not founded in fact; and believing that all of 


the citizens of Coshocton would be interested in knowing something definite with 
respect to the city's financial condition, the Republican Executive Committee up- 
on having the advertisement brought to their attention engaged the services of a 
disinterested chartered accountant of Cleveland to search the city records, with a 
view to establishing from such records as were available the true facts in the case. 


In doing this the undersigned committee had no thought of searching for any 


irregularities in the conduct of the city's affairs, and did not instruct its accountant 
to do niore than set up a record of income and expenditures as revealed by the 
books. We did not then, and do not now, believe there has been an\- misappropria- 
tion of funds by any official, high or low, during the period of time covered by this 
survey of the city's financial transactions. 


The voters of Coshocton, having in mind the quite recent public subscription 


in the amount of $4.200,00 necessary to be made in order to keep open the doors of 
our Public Library will naturally wonder with us why there was need of this pub- 
lic subscription if such progress in strengthening the financial affairs of the city as 
has been represented in the advertisements recently appearing in the Tribune had 
actually been accomplished. 


On December 31, 1919, which is the date immediately preceding the day on 


which Mr. Tish took office as Mayor of Coshocton there \vere outstanding general 
bonds in the sum of $154,000.00, whereas on October 1, 1923, there were out- 
standing general bonds in the sum of $175,862.59, or an actual increase during the 
period of Hiree years and nine months of Mayor Tish s administration in an 
amount of $21,862.59. If we eliminate the $30,000.00 Hospital Bonds of 1 923, 
there would then have been a decrease over the period in an amount of $8,137.41; 
but this does not take into account any certificates of indebtedness which may now 
be outstanding, and of which an accurate record as to amounts or due dates could 
not be ascertained by the auditor we employed.

""" The voters of our city have been warned that an eleventh hour attack would be made by our opponents and it has come as stated. 
And while it has taken our opponents five days to prepare their attack, they have been liberal enough to give the Wage Earners' 24 
hours notice so as to answer if we care to do so. We extend to the Republican Committeeman and Assistant Secretary of said organ" 
ization our appreciation, by showing the interest taken in having our city records searched in hope of finding some irregularities to 
use for political purposes. Since your committee has gone fust part of the way and left the bars down it is necessary for our commit- 
tee to take exceptions to your report in part as follows: 
In doing this the undersigned committee had no thought of searching for 


any irregularities in the conduct of the city's affairs and did not instruct its accountant to do more than set up a record of income and 
expenditures as revealed by the books. We are very sorry that you did not go further and give all the facts in the case and relieve our 
committee of the task that naturally confronts us. Our City Auditor, Mr'. W. H. Williams, is the keeper of all the city accounting, 
and has won for himself a record as being one of the most careful and competent City auditors in the State, statements from state ex- 
aminers will prove it. It is possible that the clerk of our sinking funds has not known that this city has had to borrow money to meet 
its current expenses prior to and after the Wage Earners had the steering wheel up to Jan. 1st, 1923. 
Mr. Raymie Curtis is given 


the credit as being one of Coshocton's ablest accountants, and we are all agreeable to it, but Mr. Curtis must not attempt to try to 
show that we are not doing just as we lay claim to. We have claimed that the city is meeting its current expenses within its income. 
The City Administration has commented on this from time to time, through the press during this year, 1923. 
We will take Mr. 


Curtis's figures as they appear for 1922, for example, he would have you believe that all of this is used by the city. Notice the item 
Special Assessments and Sinking Funds, special assessment money is paid in for street paving and sewers, which money is used to 
pay the bonds and interest as they come due, sinking fund money is not used by the city only to pay off bonds and interest coming due, 
therefore you will see he has not deducted this in a manner that would be clear to the average man. We take exceptions to the state- 
ment that $17,908.57 was received by sale of bends in 1923 to be used in meeting current expenses, also light bonds in sum of $S,- 
274.98 and hose bonds in sum of $2,500.00. These bonds were sold to pay indebtedness incured in 1922 and that the one issue of 
$17,908.57 included all the three bonds. 
We have not received any money outside of regular taxes and mayors9 office receipts dur- 


ing this year of 1923 to meet our current expenses. The committee have admitted in their letter that we are meeting our current ex- 
penses within our income. And this is the first time in many years. Why does Mr. Curtis fail to state that in 1921 the city received 
$26,000.00 less than in 1920 and that 1922 cur tax money was $18,000.00 below our allowance, thus reducing our working capital 
$44,000*00 in two years time. Mr. Curtis states that in 1923 there were $108,868.44 received in taxes, but misleads you again by 
failing to say that more than $25,000.00 of this money was paid into the sinking fund for payment on street paving and sewers. The 
city never receives any money of this nature as it is used to pay the money borrowed that was used to make these improvements. 


Our outstanding general bonds Dec. 31, 1919 was $154,000.00. On Feb. 25, 1921 they were reduced to $141,000.00 and on 


Aug. 1923 they were $146,000.00 Bonds in the sum of $17,500.00 plus $9,000.00 taken out of 1920 taxes was used to pay off 
debts incurred in 1919. 
By careful study you can see that the present administration has a credit of $34,500.00 gain in the past 


31-2 years. 


We will now take your Republican Committee back to 1918 


and show to you what a financial condition exsted at that time 
and contiued up to 1920. 


Wages paid by the city in 1918 and 1919 were unreasonably 


.low and ordinances were passed by council to raise them and 
these ordinances were veoted by the former mayor, (as to letter.)

TO THE HONORABLE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF COSHOCTON. 


GENTLEMEN—1 am returning to you Ordinances No. Ik and No. 2k and No. 10k, passed by Coun- 


cil May 29th, 1918 and filed with me May 31st, 1918 vetoed by me. 


I did not veto these ordinances because I think the Police and .Firemen and the Superintendent 


of Streets are getting large enough salaries. They should have mere money and I would be glad to 
give it to them if we had the money or could get it in'any way without borrowing it. 


Under the Smith one per cent law we cannot get any more money than -we have been getting and 


it has not been sufficient under the present conditions to meet the demands upon it. 


The only way we could pay these increased salaries would be to borrow more money and every 


time we borrow money we have to pay interest on if which reduces our working capital when the in- 
terest has to be paid out of the safety or service fund which would have to be done in this case. 


The next legislature will be petitioned by all the Mayors of Ohio to amend the Smith one per cent 


law in some way so the Cities of Ohio may get some relief. Whether they will do it or not I do not 
know. 


I have studied over these ordinances for a week and under the present conditions I feel it is my 


duty to veto them. Very respectfully,
